Christians around the world observe 
the birth of Jesus Christ Thursday in the 
most popular commemoration of the 
church year — Christmas 
First suppressed in the United States 
by the Puritans because of their pagan 
origins, Christmas celebrations have 
become increasingly popular — and com­ 
mercialized. 
Dec 25 was the date of a pagan festivel 
in Rome, chosen in A D 274 to celebrate 
the winter solstice. Christmas on Dec 25 
is first known to have been celebrated in 
Rome in the second quarter of the 4th 
Century 
In Jerome. Idaho, a Bible reader of­ 
fered $1,000 to anyone who can show her 
a Bible verse substantiating the birth of 
Christ on Dec 25 Marian Slape said she 
has the money but is sure she will not 
have to pay it. She said she has read the 
Bible from cover to cover but has found 
no reference to the exact date of Christ 's 
birth 
Christmas is a traditional time to visit 
with family and friends, to exchange 
gifts and to feast 
A United Air Lines strike had 
threatened to keep many Americans at 
home, but the strike was settled and full 
service was restored for Christmas Eve 
travel. 
Much of the nation will have a hoped- 
for white Christmas. The National 
Weather Service said snow will fall for 
Christmas from the central Great Lakes 
to the Ohio River Valley and west to 
central Missouri, and also in southwest 
Wyoming 


Snow is already on the ground from 
southern New York state to Lake Erie 
past Milwaukee and Minnesota into the 
Rocky Mountains 
In Bethlehem, in Israeli-occupied 
Jordan, the hilltop Judean village where 
tradition says Jesus Christ was bom. the 
spirit of Christm as was hardly 
recognizable 
There were Christmas 
wreaths and carved olive wood likenes­ 
ses of the Christ child and the three wise 
men And a gaily decorated Christmas 
tree sparkles outside the Israeli police 
station on manger square 
But you also find a lot of Israeli 
security guards carrying submachine 
guns on their rounds. 
In Los Angeles, a lawyer contended 
lighting of the city hall tower in the form 
of a cross is illegal because it violates 
constitutional provisions for separation 
of church and state. A judge rejected an 
immediate petition, but set a hearing for 
Jan 
16 — well after the Christmas 
season 
In Cincinnati. Christmas returned to 
the Wendling family Last week. Mr. and 
Mrs. John Wendling, both physically 
disabled, discovered all the Christmas 
presents they had purchased for their 
four children had been stolen from the 
storage room in their apartment 
building 
When the story got out, gifts from 
around town and across the country — 
many of them anonymous — began pour­ 
ing into the family’s home.

Kissinger in strong 
warning on Angola 


WASHINGTON (UPIi — Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger is warning Russia 
and Cuba to get out of Angola or face 
U.S. resistance and maybe the end of 
detente. 
But at a news conference Tuesday, 
Kissinger — who was largely responsible 
for creating better U.S. relations with 
both Moscow and Havana — left to 
speculation what he meant by resistance 
and the future of detente. 
“ Unless the Soviet Union shows 
restraint in its foreign policy actions, the 
situation in our relationship is bound to 
become more tense.’’ he said "And 


Immediate ban 
on pesticide use 


WASHINGTON (U PII - The En- 
vironmental 
Protection Agency today 
ordered an immediate ban on most uses 
of the pesticides chlordane and hep- 
tachlor because continued use would 
create an "imminent hazard’’ of cancer 
for humans. 


Officials said the action would be ef­ 
fective for at least 18 months. 
The decision by EPA Administrator 
Russell E. Train, overruling earlier 
recommendations by an agency 
administrative law judge, slapped an im­ 
mediate suspension on use of the 
chemicals for lawns, household pest con­ 
trol and turf. 


Train ruled, however, that farmers 
may continue to use heptachlor to con­ 
trol soil insects in com for one more 
season — through Aug. 1, 1976. He also 
ruled that the two related pesticides can 
remain in use for a number of minor 
crops and as an underground termite 
control around buildings and homes.

there is no question the United States 
will not accept Soviet military expansion 
of any kind. 
“ If the Soviet Union continues action 
such as Angola, we will, without any 
question, resist.” 
He did not elaborate, but made it clear 
he was not talking about the use of U.S. 
troops. 
The Soviets are backing one of three 
factions in a civil war with military and 
financial aid. and Cuba has sent several 
thousand troops. The United States 
secretly funneled an estimated $60 
million to the other two factions. 
As for detente with Russia. Kissinger 
said, ‘ There is no question our overall 
relationship will suffer if we do not find 
an adequate solution to the Angolan 
problem Where it will suffer and in what 
ways I am not prepared to say.” 
But he hinted his trip to Moscow next 
month to talk about a second stage arms 
limitation agreement may be in 
jeopardy. 
On Cuba, Kissinger said the United 
States “will not continue the process of 
normalization (of relations) until all 
Cuban forces return to Cuba.” 
He denied the concern of Congress that 
approving "trivial sums ... we are talk­ 
ing about tens of millions of dollars” will 
lead to a Vietnam situation which cost 
$150 billion and the commitment of 
500.000 U.S. troops. 
New hormone offers 
hope for diabetics 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) — A licensing 
program to manufacture a hormone that 
offers hope of effective treatment to 10 
million Americans afflicted by diabetes 
has won federal approval, the Salk In­ 
stitute said Tuesday. 
Licensing negotiations with major 
pharmaceutical corporations in the 
United States and abroad will begin for 
manufacture of the brain hormone. 
Somatostatin 
The hormone was isolated two years 
ago during studies on how the brain 
regulates the pituitary gland in secretion 
of several important hormones, a 
spokesman said. 
Researchers discovered that 
Somatostatin inhibits the secretion of 
pituitary gland growth hormones which 
were assumed to have contributed to 
vascular lesions and blindness in juve­ 
nile diabetes sufferers 
They found also that Somatostatin in­ 
hibits the secretion of glucagon, a hor­ 
mone from the pancreas known to be 
secreted in excess in diabetics Glucagon 
also affects the use of insulin 
At University of California medical 
school in San Francisco, researchers 
have found that the hormone can lead to 
reductions in the amount of insulin 
needed to maintain normal blood sugar 
conditions in juvenile diabetics

"I would say this year Christmas 
started in March,” said jeweler Don 
Levinson of Trabert & Hoeffer, whose 
sales are up 40 per cent from last year. 
"We take it as it comes and we don’t 
really question it.” 
John Fields of Fields Cadillac in sub­ 
urban Evanston said sales were up 20 per 
cent in November and would have been 
substantially higher in December if cars 
weren’t backed up at the factory 
At least eight women will be getting 
Cadillacs for Christmas from loving hus­ 
bands. he said 
Others will be getting furs 


American chief 
of CIA in Athens 
killed by gunmen 


ATHENS (UPI) - The American CIA 
chief in Athens was assassinated Tues­ 
day night and Greek authorities 
tightened security around key U S Em­ 
bassy personnel today because of threats 
to assassinate other U S officials made 
by a group claiming responsibility for 
the murder 
Three masked gunmen shot and killed 
Richard Welch, head of CIA operations 
in Greece. Tuesday night as he returned 
home with his wife from a Christmas 
party in a lightning attack that policce 
called a "very professional job 
In Washington intelligence sources 
said Welch was a brilliant officer who 
appeared headed for a top agency post 
Welch. 46. had been identified as chief 
of CIA operations here in a letter 
published a month ago by the English 
language daily Athens News The letter, 
written by a group of Greeks and G reek- 
Americans named a number of other 
American diplomats as ('IA agents 
A few days later the newspaper 
received a letter containing a list of 
alleged agents in Greece of the KGB 
the Soviet intelligence and security 
agency 
Athens News publisher John 
Horn refused to print this letter, saying 
he did not publish anonymous letters, 
and he stated the U1A list was handed to 
him bv reliable sources 


A Greek government spokesman said 
today that "all necessary measures have 
been taken to uncover the criminals and 
to protect foreign diplomats from any 
threats ” 
An organization calling itself 
The 
Union of Officers Struggling for the 
National Idea 
claimed responsibility 
for the killing of Welch in anonymous 
calls to newspapers todav "From now 
on. you will hear of us often 
the callers 
said 
A U S 
embassy spokesman said 
security for senior officers has been 
stepped up but he did not give any 
details. 
A Greek police spokesman said 
security has been reinforced in residen­ 
tial suburbs where American and other 
foreign diplomats reside This, he said, 
included more men on guard duty and ad­ 
ditional police cars patroling the areas 
The action of the newspaper in finger­ 
ing Welch as CIA chief apparently ef­ 
fected resentment against the CIA which 
has been accused of helping a group of 
army colonels organize the 1967 coup 
that set up a dictatorship in Greece 
Welch’s murder, however, was con­ 
demned by both government and opposi­ 
tion parties, including the (»reek Com­ 
munist party, which called the slaying an 
act of provocation 


"We don’t seem to be suffering, and 
never did,” said Irwin Ware, whose shop 
in the Bon wit Teller department store 
features some of the most expensive furs 
in town.

"We re selling furs for lower 
prices than we did 20 years ago 


Beirut shoppers flee 
wave of kidnapings 


BEIRUT. Lehanon (U PI) - A wave of 
kidnapings in the central area of Beirut 
today sent the few Christmas shoppers 
on the streets fleeing in terror 
Gunmen also skirmished in the outer 
suburbs as three days of rocket and mor­ 
tar battles east of the capital triggered 
fears the fighting may spread to Beirut 
At least 29 persons were killed in scat­ 
tered clashes Tuesday 
The signs look bad We may be in for 
hell over Christmas." said one govern­ 
ment source. 
The kidnapings began today after the 
body of a Moslem was found in the Ras 
Beirut area 
Among those kidnaped were a number 
of workers from the Lebanese Television 
Company, including the station s pro­ 
grams chief, Paul Tannous. After rapid 
contacts, however, most of them — in­ 
cluding Tannous - were released, police 
sources said 
More than 800 persons have died in the 
past three weeks of fighting between 
Moslem leftists, Christians, Palestinian 
guerrillas and Lebanese army troops 
Gunmen set up barricades in Verdun 
Street and seized motorists before 
security patrols arrived Shots scattered 
shoppers along Hamra Street when an 
armed gang tangled with rival 
militiamen guarding stores on what was 
Beirut's most fashionable boulevard 


Security forces posted armored per­ 
sonnel carriers at crossroads along 
Hamra Street in an attempt to contain 
the violence, but a company of troops 
with a long line of jeeps and armored 
cars didn’t budge from their position out­ 
side the central bank at the north end of 
roadway They continued their main task 
— collecting the monthly military

without bail fund 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - Sandra 
Good, a roommate of would-be presiden­ 
tial assassin Lynette Fromme, is seeking 
release from custody without bail 
pending her trial on a charge of conspir­ 
ing to mail death threats 
Miss Good goes into court today for a 
hearing on her request that she and 
fellow Manson cultist Susan Murphy be 
freed on their own recognizance and that 
they be allowed to act as their own 
lawyers They are being held in lieu of 
$50,000 bail 
At an arraignment on the charge Tues­ 
day. Miss Good told U.S. District Court 
Judge Philip Wilkins "We knew of our 
arrest for a long time We had the funds 
to go to Europe or Australia I think 
there is a good argument for our O R 
(own recognizance i ” 
Before her arrest Monday by the FBI, 
Miss Good told acquaintances she an­ 
ticipated an indictment and moved some 
of her belongings out of the attic apart­ 
ment she shared with Miss Fromme 
Miss Good, 31, and Miss Murphy. 28 
were accused of conspiring to mail 171 
death threat letters, apparently in­ 
tended for so-called corporate polluters 
The letters were turned over to the FBI 
bv a friend and never mailed

President Ford headed back to the ski sl­ 
opes at this snow-starved Rocky Moun­ 
tain resort today after signing a batch of 
bills 
In the evening. Ford and his family 
planned to gather for a Christmas Eve 
celebration and 
if thev follow tradition 
a midnight mass 
Ford had 28 more bills to act on after 
signing 20 measures Tuesday, including 
a six-month extension of the 1975 tax cut 
and a bill to move the United States 
toward conversion to the metric 
measurement system 
Aides say Ford is in Vail to take it easy 
and to relax with his family 
Within a couple of hours after his 
arrival Tuesday. Ford donned ski garb — 
a blue outfit with cherry red boots and a 
white cap with "76" inscribed in yellow 
and red letters on it 
and headed for the 
slopes 
He escaped possible injury when he 
headed for the chairlift apparently 
without noticing its moving in his path A 
Secret Service agent shoved him out of 
the way, and the President hopped on the 
next chair with agent Larry Buendorf for 
the ride up Vail Mountain 
Earlier. Ford got himself tangled in 
the leashes of his golden retriever 
Liberty, and a new addition to the White 
House kennel. Kiva. a Chesapeake Bay 
retriever owned bv Ford > son Jack 
At that time. Ford was trvmg to lead 
the dogs out of the diplomatic reception 
room of the White House to the South 
Lawn and to the waiting helicopter 
Ford was like a schoolboy playing 
hookv when he arrived at this resort 
where the snow has been unusually 
sparse and skiing conditions poor 
He was accompanied by his wife, Bet­ 
ty Most of the other members of the 
family were already in a chalet the 
Fords rented from Dallas oilman 
Richard Bass 
Ford spent a couple of hours on the sl­ 
opes and made a fancy sharp turn in 
front of 100 spectators who recognized 
him and cheered 
Skiing is excellent good at the top. 
Ford told the crowd "There were some 
rocks but we missed them 
White House press secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said Ford would follow a routine of 
working in the morning on official 
business and skiing later

And as new roadblocks seem 
continually to be placed in the 
way of the Exxon project (an 
ap p e a ls c o u rt d ecisio n is 
awaited as to legality of the out­ 
come of the referendum vote), 
proponents of the project bitter­ 
ly denounce Exxon opponents 
as being obstructionists pure 
and simple 
But aside from the latest hur­ 
dle put in Exxon’s way — denial 
of the Exxon offshore marine 
facility as recommended by the 
staff of the S tate C oastal 
(Conservation) 
Com m ission 
and resultant negotiations — 
Exxon could have an o th er 
county obstacle placed in its 


path if the County Air Pollution 
Control

w ithholds 
authority to construct due to ex­ 
cessive emissions 
P erm its to operate would 
also be needed by the company 
It is only at this time — some 
II months after the county sup­

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Just 
after New Year’s. 11 presiden­ 
tial candidates will get fat 
checks from the U.S. Treasury, 
the first installment of what 
eventually could be $100 million 
in tax funds to pay for the 1976 
election. 
The Federal Election Com­ 
mission Tuesday approved pay­ 
ment of the first $2.5 million of 
the funds. About $1.8 million 
goes to the candidates and the 
rest to the Republican and 
Democratic parties as the in­ 
itial payment of money they 
will need to run the presidential 
nominating conventions next 
summer 
The parties, which eventually 
will get $2 million each for the 
conventions, can get the money 
right away, but the candidates 
have to wait until next week. 
The payments, coming from 
the $1 checkoff box on income 
tax forms for political dona­ 
tions. could stop if the Supreme 
Court overturns the law’s con­ 
stitutionality. A decision could 
come next month. 
Unexpectedly, FEC audits of 
the political candidates found 
more than $1,000 in apparent 
corporate contributions in the 
campaigns of both President 
Ford and Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, 
D-Tex While corporate contri­ 
butions are illegal, a commis­ 
sion spokesm an said the 
problem did not appear to be 
major for either candidate.

Leftists launch offensive 
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BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(UPI) — Scores of heavily 
armed leftists have launched 
their bloodiest offensive in five 
years, attacking arm y and 
police targets in a series of 
coordinated raids that left more 
than 50 dead 
The assault came only one 
day after the government of 
President Isabel Peron crushed 
an attempted coup by rebellious 
air force officers. 
Hundreds of army, navy and 
police units rushed into a wide 
area of grassy plains south of 
the capital today to search for 
remnants of the guerrilla band 
that attacked an army arsenal 
and other facilities Tuesday 
night. 
An army communique said at 
least 56 persons died in the 
fighting — 50 guerrillas, four 
soldiers and two policemen 
The army reported 12 soldiers 
wounded, and press reports 
said three civilians also suf­ 
fered injuries. 
The guerrillas, traveling in 
several dozen vehicles, cen­ 
tered their attack on the 
Viejobueno arsenal in Monte 
Chingolo. 16 miles south of 
Buenos Aires. 
The army said sentries and 
relief guards threw back the ad­ 
vancing guerrillas, but fierce 
fighting raged for four hours. 
Navy jets swooped over the em­ 
battled arsenal to dislodge the 
guerrillas. 
Horrified motorists and pede­ 
strians. caught in heavy traffic, 
scattered for cover when the 
shooting began.

Congress may vote 
early on tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Even though the tax cut exten­ 
sion President Ford signed 
Tuesday is only for six months, 
there is little doubt Congress 
will vote early next year to 
keep the cuts — and perhaps in­ 
crease them — for the rest of 
the election year. 
For now. there will be no 
major effect of the President's 
action, for the bill continues 
last year's tax cuts. There are 
some technical revisions in 
calculating 196 taxes but not 
enough to change w eekly 
withholding rates. 
If Ford and Congress had not 
reached a compromise on the 
bill, withholding rates would 
have gone up by $2 to $6 a week 
beginning the first week in 
January. 


Ford already has said he 
would ask for a larger tax cut 
but is tying his promise to 
whether Congress accepts his 
$395 billion budget request. 
Neither Republicans nor Demo­ 
crats in Congress are of a mind 
to let taxes rise just before an 
election campaign. 
Here is a rundown of the 
changes the bill will make: 


Standard defection 
Maximum dollar limits for 
th e s ta n d a r d d e d u c tio n , 
claimed by those who do not 
itemize deductions, are in­ 
creased from the current $2.300 
to $2.400 for single persons and 


trom *2.bU0 to $2.800 for joint 
returns The minimum deduc 
tion. which can be taken no 
m atter how low the person s in­ 
come and which helps to wipe 
out taxes for the poor, is raised 
from $1.600 to $1.700 for singles 
and from $1.900 to $2.100 for 
couples 
Tax credits 
Every taxpayer is allowed to 
subtract $35 directly from taxes 
owed for the taxpayer and each 
dependent, compared to $30 this 
year. An alternate credit is 
available instead of 2 per cent 
of the first $9.000 of taxable in­ 
come. a maximum $180 credit 
This would be of benefit to 
single persons and sm all 
families 
Earned income credit 
The special credit for the 
working poor is continued This 
grants a payment of 10 per cent 
of earned income up to $4,000. 
gradually phasing out as in­ 
come reaches $8.000 This max­ 
imum $400 payment is sub­ 
tracted from tax bills if any 
ta x e s a re owed and the 
rem ainder is m ade to the 
worker as a direct payment 
from the Treasury 
Business taxes 
Most earlier business tax 
changes were for more than one 
year. This bill continues those 
few that were for one year only, 
mainly the lower rates on the 
first $50.000 of corporate in­ 
come

The Christmas traffic rush 
began in earnest today Motor­

Up to 11 z feet of 
snow from two weekend storms 
covered the ground and a last 
flurry of snow Tuesday left 
highways slippery and touched 
off a flurry of auto accidents. 
A storm over the Rockies 
touched off travelers' adviso­ 
ries or heavy snow warnings to­ 
day for portions of New Mexico.

Christmas customs of other lands 


A time for candles, lights, holly and m istletoe, trees, 
gifts, fam ilies reunited, friends visiting and children 
joyou.sly shouting with anticipation Kach of these goes 
into the iiKMlem idea of Christmas, though has a history of 
Its own 
in som e ca.ses a history carrying us back even 
before the time of Christ 
To begin with, the word Christmas itself It com es from 
the medieval f’hristmas Messe, meaning ‘‘the Mass of 
Christ" which observes the birth of Jesus 
For our 
ancestors in pre'dous centuries, it was a time of solemn 
rejoicing and deep religious observance. 
Christmas and Santa Claus have become inseparable in 
our modern celebrations of the holiday Students of the 
ancient world agree there really was a Santa Claus He 
was St Nicholas, bishop of the little-known town of Myra 
in Asia Minor about 300 AT) The gixxl saint was born in 
the nearby city of Patras As a child he was of surpassing 
gentleness and showed religious bent At an early age he 
t<M)k Holy Orders His family was wealthy but when he 
iHH'ame a bishop while still a young man. he dissolved his 
patrimony and went among the ptxir in disguise, dis­ 
tributing the money ht' had secured from sale of his 
worldly goiHls His generosity and love of children made 
him the subjw't of many legends that traveled far from 
his home and circulated through Western Kurope during 
the Middle Ages 
The Dutch seemed especially fond of St Nicholas— 
their “Sint Nicolaas." early associated with love of 
children, giving of gifts and the Christmas season 
Gordon F Freund, a buyer of Christmas decorations 
and gift item s for J (’ Penney Company, becam e in­ 
terested m Christmas customs because so many toys and 
decorations obviously had some kind of romantic, little- 
known tradition bt'hind them He began to collect infor­ 
mation and lore about our best-known C hristm as 
customs It is only within the last 200 years, he points out, 
that Christmas has come to be know-n as it is today 
From local families with riwts in other lands we learn 
traditions of Holland, Switzerland. Germ any and 
Kngland Some of these they continue to observe and 
leach their children 
In Holland there are two Christmas days but holiday 
festivities start as early as Nov 20. says Henny Block 
who cam e to America in mid-1974 It is then Sint Nicolaas 
comes from Spain on a steamship He brings his white 
horse and helpers “ Black Peters" (zwarte pieten.) The 
children are waiting in the harbor and sing for him as 
they try to shake his hand As sixin as he is in town the 
children put their shin's by the chimneys with som e hay 
and a carrot for the horse The next morning they find a 
small present in their shix?, the hay and carrot gone 
Sint Nicolaas celebrates his birthday Dec 6 and on the 
night before, gives all kinds of presents to the children 
who have “been nice " The youngsters sit in their homes 
and sing as they hope he will come Of a sudden there is a 
loud kniH’k on the door and a hand reaches around the 
dixir and throws little candies inside When the children 
rush outside to see where Sint Nicolaas is. they find in­ 
stead. a large basket of gifts 
The Christmas days begin with midnight Mass which 
most of the family attends A few stay behind to prepare a 
table of little snacks to be enjoyed before bed The follow­ 
ing morning the festive breakfast includes fruitbread 
with a spice in the center 


All day long is pleasant and peaceful with lots of foixl 
and drinks The radio plays ('hristmas carols and a big 
dinner is enjoyed by just the family The meat will be 
some kind of wild meat, rabbit, turkey, duck or chicken 
The next ('hristmas day relatives and friends join the 
party for similar feasting There is a Christmas tree and 
a manger scene but no presents under the tree and no 
Santa from the North Pole 


Margrit (Mrs John) Schmid tells us of Christmas in 
Switzerland The first important event during the season 
IS Dec 6 when Santa Claus visits fam ilies to remind the 
children to “be gixxl." He carries a big brown bag on his 
shoulders It holds apples, nuts and gingerbread cookies 
which he gives the children well behaved during the year. 
For the naughty children he leaves a switch 
During the remainder of the advent season everyone is 
busy making Christmas gifts and baking 
On Christmas Eve mysterious happenings take place 
behing the loi’ked living room door and finally, when it 
opeii.s the children see the lighted Christmas tree 
dec'orated with real candles and all sorts of ornaments, 
including many homemade straw ornaments 
Even 


though the tree was prepared by the parents, the children 
are made to believe that it was brought by the Christmas 
angel, called “Christkind." Before opening their gifts, the 
children recite a poem or play a musical instrument. 
Most children learn to play the recorder at an early age. 
Usually one of the family members reads the Christmas 
story as the family gathers around the tree. 
The celebration starts on Christmas Eve and the holi­ 
day lasts through the 26th of December. The Christmas 
tree is enjoyed until a few days after New Year’s Day. 
Then it is set up in the garden with bits of bacon or bread 
for the birds to eat. 
Tina (Mrs. Benjamin) l^uderdale remembers her 
Christmas holidays as a child in Germany. It begins on 
Christmas Eve. she recalls, with the giving of gifts to 
celebrate the birth of Jesus The day of celebration would 
begin at about 4:30 p m with baths and an early supper. 
At about 5. her father would excuse himself and go to the 
living room to prepare for the celebration. He would put 
all the decorations up, decorate the tree, arrange the gifts 
underneath, unwrapped, except for clothing items. He 
would also prepare individual handpainted plates for 
each, with codties, oranges and candies — the sort of 
things put in Christmas stockings in the United States 
While her father was doing this, her mother would take 
Tina and her sisters for a walk to see the beautiful stores 
with mechanical decorations. While out they would see all 
the tree lights start to light up in the homes. 
“I remember how beautiful everything looked, she 
says, “especially the moving elves, Jesus in the cradle, 
trains in the windows” 
About 6:30 o ’clock the sisters and their mother would 
return home, go to the kitchen and roast chestnuts and 
sing Christmas songs around the woodburning stove. 
At 7 the father would open the living room window and 
ring a small bell, as did other fathers. This symbolized 
the coming of the angels with gifts. 
Says Tina. ‘‘He would then open the door and let us in, 
saying the angels have com e and brought us gifts.’ Each 
of us girls would then go to the tree and recite a 
Christmas poem, thanking the angels for the gifts, and 
praising the birth of Jesus." 
On this special evening there was no set bedtime. At 
midnight the cathedral bells would ring out Christmas 
tunes and the adults would go to church. On Christmas 
Dav only the immediate family would eat together, but 
the following day all the relatives would visit. 
Christmas in England is described for us by Cathy 
(Mrs Dallas) White, member of Transatlantic Brides 
and F'arents Association. Says Cathy; “Traditional food 
for Christmas dinner in England is duck, goose or hen 
which IS served with roast pork and applesauce, followed 
by plum pudding and rum sauce. The Christmas tea is 
usually boiled ham. trifle, hot mince tarts, Christmas 
cake with marzipan and royal icing, a Christmas scene 
depicted on top of the cake. Friends and relatives who 
drop by are served Christmas cake with cheese and port 
wine” 
Making of the plum pudding is a family affair with each 
helping to stir, making a wish meanwhile. Threepenny 
pieces and sixpences are baked in the cake. Lucky finders 
supposedly receive their wish and good luck for the year. 
Christmas Eve is for the children. They write a letter to 
Father Christmas which is then carefully pinned to a 
pillow case and hung at the end of their bed to be filled by 
Father Christmas with unwrapped gifts 
Two weeks before Christmas the children go door to 
door singing Christmas carols, for which they receive 
pennies to buy presents for their parents. 
Just as Christmas Eve is for the children, Dec. 26th. 
known as ‘boxing day," is for the adults to have parties. 
Boxing day received its name because this was the 
traditional' day employers gave their employes their 
Christmas box (gift). In England. Christmas gifts are 
still called Christmas boxes. 
Britisht'rs decorate inside their homes with special 
Christmas trimmings, including paper ‘Paul Jones’ 
cutouts. 
During the holiday seasons, the theaters have pan­ 
tomimes. well attended by old and young alike. The pan­ 
tomime is usually “Cinderella,” “ Mother Goose" or 
some other children’s fairytale. The m ale lead is played 
by a girl, the comedians are men, usually dressed as 
women 
In each of these four families, som e trace of their 
traditional customs will be retained as they celebrate this 
Christmas season. 


IN ENGLAND, colorful paper cutouts are stretched from the ceiling as families 
decorate for the Christmas season. In their Lompoc home, the Dallas Whites con­ 
tinue this custom along with others. Pictured are Kent, 17, helping his mother Kathy, 
as Kim. 15 depicts another custom - that of hanging a pillowcase on the bed to 
receive unwrapped gifts from Father Christmas.

“‘November was pretty dry. 
too We should have had more 
rain than we've had so far, 
although it is raining more than 
usual in the far north part of the 
state — in Eureka, for in­ 
stance " 
The weather has been great 
for Christmas shoppers and 
tourists. Gustafson said Rut he 
said there is undoubtedly some 
farm er concern 
“and ski 
resorts are really hurting 
b e c a u s e of t h e l a c k of 
precipitation.” 
Hartman said the principal 
problem regions currently af* 
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fected by the lack of rain are 
"the rolling hills areas in 
central and northern California 
' The problem extends a cou­ 
ple hundred miles north of San 
Francisco and goes over to the 
east, and heads south of San 
Francisco for about 250 miles 
along the coastal range and the 
eastern slope of that range ” 
Gustafson attributed the rain­ 
fall decline to a belt of high at­ 
mospheric pressure Rains are 
usually associated with low 
pressure areas, he said 
San Francisco has had 3 27 in­ 
ches of rain since Julv 1, com­ 


pared with normal precipi­ 
tation of 8 87 for that period 
Sacramento has had 2 83 in­ 
ches. while 5 81 is normal In 
Fresno, the rainfall has been 
I 87 inches, and the normal 
precipitation is 2 98 
But in Eureka, there has been 
17 06 inches of rain since July 1, 
and the normal amount for that 
period is 14 89 
Hartmann said major crops 
that could he affected include 
tomatoes grapes, melons, car­ 
rots, potatoes, lettuce, some 
peas “and. surprisingly, quite a 
lot of com ‘

United Press International 
Dreams of a white Christmas 
turned to a nightmare in New 
England and dreams of a holi­ 
day in the summery sunshine of 
Florida withered in a major 
cold snap. 
A white Christmas was on tap 
today for most of the northern 
reaches of the nation except for 
parts of the Northwest, and a 
Yuletime storm was brooding 
over the southern Rockies. 
The quaint Christmas card 
depiction of a snowy New 
England C hristm as w as a 
r e a l i t y in m u c h of t h e 
Northeast 
today. 
Residents 
found it less than quaint. 
A foot and a half to two feet of 
snow piled up from storms that 
swept over the area for three 
days. Cars slipped off snow- 
slicked roadways and scores of 
minor traffic accidents were 
reported. 
Some persons found other 
ways of getting around 
Cross-country skiers in Sau­ 
gus. Mass., could travel a full 
m ile along unshoveled side­ 
walks. 
Schools shut down in many 
areas Monday and Tuesday, 
giving children an extra-long 
Christmas vacation. 
A last flurry of snow undid 
the handiwork of those who had 
cleared sidewalks and streets 
of up to lVfc feet of snow. 
Rhode Island got another foot 
of snow Monday night and early 
Tuesday, stranding hundreds of 
commuters on highways and 
roads and leaving scores of cars 
abandoned in snowdrifts. 
“I’ve never seen it this bad in 
11 years,” a Providence. R.I., 
policeman said 
Florida sun-seekers shivered 
in an enduring cold snap. 
Monday was the first Decem ­ 
ber day in 13 years that the 
temperature did not get to 60 in 
Miami. Tuesday m orning’s 
temperature was 46 and along 
Miami Beach’s hotel row most 
of the visitors from the north 
preferred the heated pools to 
the beaches.

I have done this 
and then immersed the can upside down in warm water 
to help dissolve anything that might be clogging it. —

D EA R PO LLY - My Pet Peeve concerns the cords on elec­ 
tric irons They are always too short to reach the end of the 
ironing board, so one can iron the shoulders of shirts — 
MICK1. 
D EA R PO LLY — When buying readymade clothes off the

Reagan signs on 


Nixon 'spy' 


WASHINGTON - Ronald Reagan 
defended ex-President Richard Nixon’s 
W atergate record until the last in­ 
criminating tape was made public. Now 
Reagan has signed on a key member of 
the Watergate team. Kenneth Rietz. 
Throughout 
the Watergate uproar, 
Reagan went out of his way to defend the 
N ix o n 
“ s p i e s ” 
b e c a u s e , he c o n ­ 
tended. they were not 
“criminals at heart” 
Now he has assigned a 
major role in his cam ­ 
paign to one of Nixon’s 
chief spies 
For during the 1972 
campaign. Rietz ran a 
ju n io r W a te rg a te 
operation He formed 
a network of young 
s p ie s 
an d 
d ir ty 
tricksters who came 
to be called the “ Kiddie Corps” 
One of his undercover operatives, a 
George Washington University student, 
was paid $150 a week to infiltrate a peace 
vigil at the White House and set up the 
d em o n strato rs for a rre st on drug 
charges. 
Rietz also directed the colorful John 
“ Fat Jack” Buckley, who planted a spy 
in the headquarters of Sen Ed Muskie, 
D-Me. For $1,000 a month, the spy slip­ 
ped folders full of intra-offices memos to 
Buckley, v^lio photographed them with a 
35-millimeter camera and delivered the 
film strips to Rietz. 
Like a couple of characters in a spy 
thriller. Rietz and Fat Jack would meet 
on street comers near the White House 
to transfer the clandestine negatives. 
This was how President Nixon kept tabs 
on the man who was then considered his 
most likely Democratic rival. 
NixiMi's right bower. H R Haldeman, 
was so pleased with the results that he 
began grooming the 32-year-old Rietz to 
be the next R epublican N ational 
Chairman. Rietz actually was preparing 
to take charge of the 1974 Republican 
congressional cam paign when his 
Watergate activities hit the headlines. 
He resigned under fire 
Now Reagan has brought him back into 
politics At age 34, Rietz is a shrewd 
political operator, who handles special 
events for the Reagan campaign and is 
also Reagan’s chief organizer in Califor­ 
nia. In fact. Rietz’ home is the tem ­ 
porary Reagan headquarters in the 
state 
Rietz told us he has received “no heat” 
because of his Watergate connection. 
But. the unscented odor of Watergate 
lingers 
Footnote- Reagan’s press adviser, the 
able, affable Lyn Nofziger. also had a sl­ 
ight Watergate aroma In 1972. he slip­ 
ped $10,000 of Nixon’s ill-gotten cam ­ 
paign cash to a political promoter who 
used the money to hire members of the 
American Nazi Party to woo George 
Wallace supporters into the Nixon camp 


TAPPED TELEPHONES: The secret 
files of federal snoofK are weighted down 
with telephone logs of tapped conversa­ 
tions 
For the enlightenment of the tax- 


payers who have shelled out millions for 
all this wiretapping, we have obtained a 
typical telephone log from the locked 
files This should give the taxpayers a 
pretty good idea of the trivia they’re pay­ 
ing for. 
We won’t identify the wiretap victim, 
out of respect for his privacy, except to 
say that he was suspected some time ago 
of leaking Pentagon inform ation to 
W ashington’s em inent private eye. 
Richard Bast. 
The log opens with this dram atic 
revelation: 
“ S u b ject’s 
wife calls 
Goodwill agency.’’ Not long afterward, 
the wife is back again on the telephone to 
speak “with a Mr Groves about renew­ 
ing their lease” 
The high point of the day for the Army 
eavesdropper came when “Subject calls 
wife. Talk about going out to movies and 
money m atters” This was followed, ac­ 
cording to the carefully classified log. by 
a call from the wife “ for baby-sitter to 
next door neighbor.” 


Next morning, a friend “ wants a ride 
to work’’ but “ subject’s wife... tells him 
su b je c t w ill be a little la te . He 
overslept” After the subject departed 
belatedly for his Pentagon office, the 
wife called a friend named Joan to “talk 
about kids, Joan’s upc'oming trip to 
Munich.” 


Mindlessly recording every conversa­ 
tion. the wiretap informed the Army that 
“ Unknown woman calls for subject’s 
wife. Child answers phone. Mother not 
in Woman will call back. In the mean­ 
time, the log reports: “ Weather forecast 
dialed.” 


The most sinister information that was 
collected from a week of monitored 
telephone calls was that the household 
received a "call from ... magazine 
saleswoman” and that the householder’s 
friend finally talked him into providing a 
ride to work.

D IG E ST : 
The 
Soviet-supported guerrillas in Angola, 
according to secret intelligence reports, 
are throw ing back the A m erican- 
supported guerrillas on most fronts. 
Only along the Benguela railroad line, 
which cuts across the center of the 
country, have the prtvAmerican forces 
been holding their own.

CIA's covert acts are over 


WASHINGTON - If Angola is an ex­ 
ample. the days of wine and roses are 
over for the CIA 
Covert operations 
carried out in secret are no longer possi­ 
ble under laws already on the books. 
Whether the Senate intelligence commit­ 
tee in its recommendations for CIA over­ 
sight, based on an extraordinary far- 
reaching in v estig a­ 
tion, faces up to this 
seems almost irrele­ 
vant. 
Five years ago, even 
two or three years. 
ago, when Angola in 
Southwest Africa was 
a Portuguese colony 
\ 
with Portuguese troops 
holding the line, there 
were no problems. The 
United States enjoyed 
a safe relatio n sh ip 
with what had been for 
40 years an obscure dictatorship 
Consider what has happened under the 
new dispensation CIA Director William 
E. Colby goes to Capitol Hill and gives a 
secret briefing to two congressional 
committees. He tells them that $25- 
million in American m aterial has been 
sent to Angola and $25-million more is to 
go 
This is promptly leaked. Colby is con­ 
vinced it was le a k ^ out of his testimony. 
So immediately a debate breaks out with 
the charge that this is the beginning of 
an o th er V ietnam . R esolutions are 
proposed to stop it immediately. 
In his testimony, Colby left no doubt 
that the Soviet Union was pouring in vast 
aid to help the Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola The Soviets had 
brought in at least 3.000 Cuban troops to 
fight with the Angolan Marxists They 
are black-eyed and dark-skinned which 
gives them an edge over blonde, blue­ 
eyed Russians. 
Under a law passed a year ago, ac­ 
cording to Colby, he had no choice but to 
inform the Congress of what the CIA was 
doing. He had no illusions about how long 
this information would be kept secret 
and his own reaction is that such covert 
acts are no longer possible. 
Most startling to those who heard him 
was that from eight to 10 African 
countries already have Cuban military 
contingents. This is in repayment to 
Moscow for the aid that keeps Cuba go­ 
ing 
As one Latin American authority 
who has several times visited Cuba and 
talked with Fidel Castro put it to this 
reporter 
“Cuba could hardly exist for a month if 
Moscow’s help was to cease. This means 
oil. m ilita ry w eapons, ad vanced 
technology, 
if Moscow says. ‘Send 
Cubans to A frican Country A and 
Country B.’ Castro complies He has no 
choice” 
Superpower rivalry exported to the far 
corners of the eartli. as in .Angola, is a 
deadly threat to the peace of the world 
This was the stern word that China’s 
Teng Psiao-Ping gave to President Ford 
in Peking. .As these last days of 1975 
draw to a close, the threat grows, in 
spite of the talk of detente 
What is the United States to do? Using 
.Angola as an example, are we to let the 
game go to our opponents’’ This means 
denying assistance to the two factions 
fighting the Marxists. 


Already the Angolan port of Luanda 
has been closed off to American war ves­ 
sels that formerly used it as a refueling 
stop enroute to the Indian ocean Before 
the opening of the Suez Canal, it was of 
vital importance, the Navy believed 
With American carriers tOii large to 
transit the Canal, the denial of Luanda 
still means a costly roundabout route 
One answer is to keep out and let the 
Russians take over Sooner or later they 
will muck it up and the locals will turn 
against them. That always happens. This 
is a comforting thou^it. but it is not easy 
to dcK'ument in light of Soviet action 
around the world 


The man who has to worry about the 
Psiao answer is no longer Colby. He was 
fired by President Ford As soon as he is 
confirmed, (ieorge Bush, who has just 
come from his post in Peking where he 
was head of the liaison mission, will take 
over 
Shortly afterw ard Bush will confront 
the new requirements of Sen. Frank 
Church’s intelligence committee for con­ 
gressional oversight of CIA’s activities.

He will then, in cooperation with con­ 
gressional leaders, have to determine 
w hat can be retrieved out of the 
wreckage of the agency left in the wake 
of shocking revelations of wrongdoing.

U.S. detente 


needs 


backbone 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Underly­ 
ing our problems with the Soviet Union is 
a lack of confidence in what we are and 
what we believe. We do not have that self 
respect necessary in dealing with a 
strong and determined adversary. 
We have, therefore, over the past few 
years, attempted to bribe the Soviet 
Union 
to end i t s 
aggressions and its 
military buildup. 
But bribery does not 
work, even in a good 
cause. The Russians 
take the bribes and 
come back for more. 
This is why detente 
is failing 
No one, least of all 
Leonid Brezhnev, has 
respect for men who 
show little respect for 
their own beliefs. 
Item — We have repeatedly insisted 
that detente rests on a change in Russian 
actions, that we will not go along with 
continued Soviet aggression in countries 
around the world. In that context, we 
have issued strong warnings on Angola, 
where the Russians have openly moved 
in on a civil war. No sooner had Moscow 
ignored our warnings, than we leaked 
word of new SALT concessions, though 
we’d said we could go no further. 
Item — We averted our eyes when the 
Russians, using 
technical evasions 
known to every shyster lawyer, evaded 
the spirit and meaning of the SALT ac­ 
cords, while holding to a twisted in­ 
terpretation of the letter. The ad­ 
ministration not only accepted these 
violations, but defended the Soviet ac­ 
tions, though they directly contradicted 
published U.S. understandings at the 
time the treaty was signed, a clear 
signal io Brezhnev we do not have the 
moral courage to stand on what we 
believe. 
Item — In Vietnam we made a deal 
with Moscow concerning restraint in the 
supplying of war materials. 'The Rus­ 
sians broke their word, watched us back 
out under a face-saving ploy. 
Item — Though we have tim e and 
again reaffirm ed our alliance with 
Taiwan, the men in the Kremlin know 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger has 
in effect promised the Chinese that one 
of these days we will turn Taiwan over to 
the Peking Government, wash our hands 
of the m atter. 
Item — The U.S.S.R. has seen us for­ 
mally agree to recognize as absolute the 
Russian conquest of E^astern Europe, 
gaining in return only a promise of cer­ 
tain individual freedoms, a promise the 
Soviet Union promptly ignored, most 
publicly in the person of Andrei D. 
Sakharov, the great Russion physicist, 
not allowing him even a trip to Oslo to 
receive the Nobel Peace Prize. 
As noted above, our answer to these 
Russian violations — in Angola, in SALT, 
in the case of Sakarov, has been to cave 
in, to promise further concessions in 
SALT and to offer more technical 
secrets. 
In the name of heaven where do we 
stand? 
It is not necessary to be belligerent. To 
be firm and to stand on what we believe 
does not require we call the Marines or 
move aircraft carriers. 'This might not, 
in any event, impress the Russians who 
have seen us regularly back down in the 
crunch. 
We can, however, say deal or no deal. 
We can leave the door wide open for 
detente -- when the Russians decide to 
live up to their promises. 
'This is what a man does who has 
respect for himself. 
It does require that we don’t issue 
warnings we ar unable or unwilling to 
back up. 
It does require we don’t reward Rus­ 
sian violations and Russian aggressions 
with new cave-ins. 
It does require that at some point we 
say — and mean — that we will not make 
further one-sided concessions, knowing 
that living together in the same world 
peacefully requires some m easure of 
recip ro city — mutual giving and 
restraint.
